LITTLE THINGS MAKE LIFE WORTHWHILE 


After 56 Years 


Charles Ottewell, 78, Jumps With Jet Set 
To See People and Places in Homeland

The sign in his window which 
often reads “Gone for mail . . . 
back in a few minutes”, should this 
time read, “Gone to Derby . . . 
back in a few weeks,,. 

This would mean that Charles 
Ottewell, Vulcan tailor for 43 years 
and citizen of this country for 56 
years, has gone back to his native 
England to look up a few friends 
and retrace some of his childhood 
steps. 

At 78 years of age — this De¬ 
cember 21 he'll be 79 — when most 
eiderly people are content to sit 
at a window, count their blessings 
and remember the past, Charles is 
up and gadding about adding to 
his already wide collection of mem¬ 
ories. 

At 11 p.m. on Tuesday, May 24 
Charles left Calgary Airport 
by jet, over the polar route to lunch 
at Prestwick, Scotland at 2:10 p.m. 
the next day. He is one member of 
a group flight organized by the Cal¬ 
edonian Society of Alberta but the 
moment the plane touched down 
Charles was on his own with 
about four weeks to catch up on 
goings-on in and around his home 
city of Derby, England. 

Actually, Charles remarked, "I’m 
going to try to tour Scotland, Edin¬ 
burgh, Glasgow, the Isle of Man, 
down to London and of course that 
grand resort of Blackpool and other 
places besides Derbyshire, and then 
there are so many other people I'm 
supposed to see for friends here at 
Vulcan.” His chances of fulfilling 
this schedule appear slim. 

In addition to meeting once 
more with relatives and friends 
with whom he has been parted 
since he left in 1910, some of 
Charles’s fotid memories will come 
with a visit to St. Werburg’s church 
where he was a choir boy among 
50 men and 30 boys for years and 
from whence he developed in later 
years an exceptional tenor voice 
and a love for music that has been 
a pleasure in his lifetime. 

This delightful search for haunts 
and friends of former days will in¬ 
clude the mention of Canon Talbot, 
the traveling of once familiar roads 
and streets, over the same bridges 
and beyond the cathedrals along 
the streams to the countryside 
which, in his mind’s eye, has a 
beauty never duplicated. "Many 
things will have changed,” he says, 
"but 1 know enough of the original 
buildings of Derby are still stand¬ 
ing so I won’t be lost.” 

Born in 1887, Charles, following 


the usual custom of those times, 
left school at 14 and two years 
later later began his five year ap¬ 
prenticeship as a tailor. 

At the age of 21 Charles was 
working 56 hours a week including 
a half day on Saturday and was not 
taking home enough money to in¬ 
fluence the family coffers. "Of 
course this was in the days when

In May of 1910, along with his 
mother and father and younger 
brother Bill, who still resides at 
Calgary, Charles sailed for Canada 
and Cardston aboard the Lauren- 
tic "To get away from the trades.” 
Father went to work in a grocery 
store while Charles picked a lumber 
yard which went well until that 
summer when no rain fell and an 
August hail storm slowed the 
wood business to a standstill. 

So for Charles it was back to 
tailoring and in the employ of a 
Scotchman, W. Harper, he stayed 
for a year and a half at which time 
he opened his own business under 
the fitting sign of “Ye Old Tailor 
Shop”. 

Three years later a romance in 
the ladies department of the Cards¬ 
ton Mercantile between Charles 
and Millicent Harwood, formerly 
of Norfolk, England, blossomed into 
marriage and until 1923 he became 
a dutiful husband and fathor, sang 
in the Cardston Choral Society, and 
grew with the country. 

In September of 1923, Charles, 
with $15 in his pockets and his 
$135 foot pedal Singer Sewing 
machine, brought his family to Vul¬ 
can where a 2,000,000 bushel crop 
of No. 1 Northern wheat was being 
brought in with the blessing of 45 
straight days of good threshing 
weather. He’s been a resident ever 
since and though that $15 never 
swelled into tho millions, he has 
found joy in his comfortable home, 
family, music, sports, church and 
flowers, that money doesn’t buy. 
And he's still enjoying some of this 
life now, at close to 80 years of 
age.

Tractor Demolished In Crash With Semi-trailer 


An employee of DonRon Sales 
and Service, Vulcan, narrowly es¬ 
caped death May 31, when the 
tractor he was driving on Highway 
23, south of Champion, was struck 
from behind a semi-trailer. 

Twenty-on? year old Stuart 
Adams was bringing an almost 
new Minneapolis-Moline tractor 
with 100 hours service, up from 
Lethbridge when a car, followed 
by (he semi-trailer, approached, 


also from the south. The car 
swung out and passed the tractor 
but the trailer struck it throwing 
machine and driver in the ditch. 
Force of the impact broke the seat 
loose and bent the back-rest tear¬ 
ing Adams’ pants. The tractor was 
broken in two with one of the big 
drive wheels and assembly torn off. 

Had the tractor been equipped 
with a cab, chances of survival 
would have been slight. As it was, 


Adams was brought to Vulcan 
hospital by Fred Fleming, who 
farms near 4-Way Service Station, 
scene of. the accident. X-rays re¬ 
vealed no broken bones but he was 
badly bruised and hospitalized for 
a week. The truck driver received 
only minor injuries.
